ities of authors, going back to the time of 
Socrates and Job. 
Dickens only adds a new 


chapter to it, new and deeply interesting to 
us because of his wonderful personality. 
Authors of renown have left their wives 
without exciting much interest in the world, 
liulwer is a famous example, especially as 
Lady Buhver wrote novels about her hus- 
band satirizing him. 
But Bulwer held 'Do 


such personal influence over the people as 
to make his domestic experience at nil a 
matter of common interest. Nor did he, 
like Dickons, call upon mankind to judge 
between him nud his wife, nud cruelly stamp 
upon her in his will. 
These are reasons 


which make tho case of Dickens peculiarly 
interesting to us nsa social question, aud it 
would be nn immense relief to be able to ac- 
cept as nn excuse- that given by onr critic— 
namely, thnt Dickens was insane. 


There is another question about .which 


much has been spoken and written, and ft 
great deal more thought—namely, "Is the 
literary chnracter suited to tho domestic 
Bjihoro?"

It is stronger than hoopiron ond 
raore durable, and may be used to hoop dry 
casks aud boxes, aud for hinges. Try it on 
a broken thill, or any wood work that has 
been split. Put it on wet and nail fast. 
Thin skias make the best to use it in its 
natural state. For other purposes it may be 
dressed.
